r>AK«3E GOLD IMPORTATIONS. 


The gold syndicate jaet now is send 


ing large amounts of gold to the United 
States. A few years ago when tbe syn- 
dicate wanted Government bonds is- 
sued it almost drained this country of 
its gold. Now, to farther some scheme 
ot its own, it is permitting a large in- 
flux of gold from foreign countries. 


The October statement of imports 


and exports of gold just issued by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, shows 
that the total imports of the ten months 
ending October 81,1898, are $143,658, 
095, which ia more than 50 per cent in 
excess of the amount imported in the 
corresponding period of any preceding 
year. The exports in that time have 
been only $14,061,849, which ia less than 
in 'jjthe ^corresponding months of any 
preceding year for wore tban a decade 
Thi-i Rives the euornaons balance o! 
$129,596,246, in excess of exportation* 


In only one other year ID the decade 


hnve the ton months ending with Octo 
ber shown an excess of imports of gold 
over the exports, that occasion beiup 
in 1896, when the exuess of imports vm 
$37,035,871. 
lu all otber years, frou 


1888 to 1898, tue October return 
showed for the ten months of the cal 
endtir year an excess of exports of golf 
over the imports of that article, that o 
1895 being $43,247,360, and 1894, $72, 
806,323. 


Tins unprecedented flow of gold int 


the United States, is accounted for in 
part at least by the enormous balanc 
of trade in tbi» country's favor, whicl 
the ten months of tbe year have af 
fonJed._ In those ten months the tota 
import* of merchandise amounted t 
only $527,757,554, while tbe total ex 
ports were $987,964,356, a favorable bal 
anca of trade of $460,2U6802. The tota 
exports of merchandise for the mont 
of October, 1898, amounted to $118,686, 
232, a earn larger than in any preoedinj 
October in tbe history of the country 
the figures for October, 1897, being 
$111,744,517 and those for October, 1896 
8113,516,586. 


Tbe enormous importation orXgold in 


excess of the exportation is plainly per 
ceptible in the increased circulation 
shown by the figures of the Treasury 
Department. The latest statement o 
tbe gold in tbe Treasury shows a bal 
ance of 1*242,805,604, while the gold in 
circulation on November 1st was $649, 
846,727, being $110,000,000 greater than 
on November 1st of last year and 
nearly $200,000*000 more than in July 1 
1896, in which month it touched th 
lowest point ia several years.

and accounts of the county officers. 
He'hss performed the service assigned 
mm and his report haa been accepted 
by the Jury aud is herewith submitted 


The Jury appointed Committees on 


Public Highway*, Management of Pub- 
lic Affairs by the Several Officers, also 
on Public Buildings. These several 
committees reporter! to the Jury and 
their reports were accepted aud are 
herewith submitted. The Jury have 
completed the work before them and 
respectfully submit this their final re- 
port and await the further order and 
pleasure of the Court. 


The Jnry's attention has been called 


to the conduct of a certain Italian 
saloon conducted by L. Avansino situ- 
ated on the street and being directly 
north of the Baptist Church in Reno, 
Nevada, and, after investigation, be- 
lieve that a license should be refused 
and the place declared a public nuis- 
ance and the proper officers be in- 
structed to thoroughly investigate the 
matter and if found immoral and dis- 
orderlr, to close and suppress the same.
